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Hyacinthus, a handsome mortal, was the favorite 
of Apollo, the Sun God and Zephyrus, God of the 
West Wind. One day as Apollo and Hyacinthus were 
playing quoits, they were spied upon by Zephyrus— 
who flew into a jealous rage. Waiting for Apollo’s 
turn to throw the quoit, Zephyrus blew it off c 
striking Hyacinthus in the head. 

The blow killed the boy at once. Grief-stricken, 
Apollo vowed that the beauty of his young friend 
should be immortalized, and from the blood of the 
youth he created the rich, fragrant flower known as 
the hyacinth.

PHILODENDRON. I have a split-leaf philodendron which has 
stopped splitting (leaves not cut) even though it does send 
out large, healthy leaves (three a year). What causes this? 
(New York) 

There have been many theories advanced for the unsplit 
leaves grown by split-leaved philodendrons as house plants. 
It is my belief that cultural methods determine the splitting 
or non-splitting. When philodendrons are grown in moist 
air and given plenty of water and no direct sunlight they 
produce split leaves. 

If anyone has any other theory on this interesting sub- 
ject, | would be pleased to hear it. 


PEACH TREE. I have lost two peach trees from a_ borer 
that works at the base of the tree piling up sawdust and 
causing the tree to lose sap. I have heard that paradi- 
chlorobenzene crystals will stop this but where can I buy 
them? (Illinois) 

You can buy the crystals in any drugstore. They are a 
well-known moth preventive, come in pellet form too, but 
crystals are what you want. 


YELLOW Lycoris. Where carn I buy a few yellow lycoris 
bulbs?

Annuals give winter 
bloom in Florida 


by JOHN L. RUSSELL, JR. 


Vi ANY GARDEN-MINDED  North- 
erners often quite erroneous- 
ly entertain the idea that if they 
retire to Florida they will find 
gardening very different from what 
they are used to. 

They soon discover.that not only 
do many so-called northern plants 
grow well in Florida, but they often 
produce vigorous growth all year. 

Annual flowering plants, those 
that grow from seed, produce flow- 
ers and seed and then die after one 
growing season, are very popular 
in Florida. Some persistently bloom 
during the hot summer months, oth- 
ers withstand the heavy downpours 
of the rainy season, and many stand 
up under the intermittent light frosts. 

In Florida, annuals are generally 
planted during August, September 
and October and again in early 
spring. Seeds can first be sown in 
flats. Good drainage of the flats is 
important; holes in the bottom and 
a porous soil mixture assure this. 
Pasteurization of the soil by cook- 
ing it at about 160° is a good pre- 
ventive measure for disease. 

When seeds are sown in the flats 
they should be barely covered. Place 
a pane of glass over the flat and 
cover with paper. When seeds be- 
gin to germinate remove glass and 
paper. 

From this stage on provide plenty 
of light. When seedlings show about 
four leaves they must be transplant- 
ed. Select a cool, cloudy day for 
transplanting and set the plants 
about 18 inches apart. 

Annuals with large seeds such as 
zinnias can be planted in the open 
ground just as you would vegetables. 

Many insects enjoy the warm cli- 
mate of Florida so you may have to 
spray or dust. DDT is very effective 
but it won’t take care of aphids; 
these will succumb to nicotine, lin- 
dane or malathion. 

To have continuous bloom from 
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annuals in Florida use the following 
planting guide. As you look over 
the list you will discover that you 
may have grown them all in the 
North so you can see that gardening 
in Florida is much the same as in 
the North. 

For summer bioom, plant these 
annuals in the early spring: aster, 
begonia, chrysanthemum, cosmos, 
dahlia, marigoid, morning-glory, 
nasturtium, sunflower, verbena and 
zinnia. 

For winter and spring bloom, 
plant these anmuials in fall: sweet- 
alyssum, baby’s breath, African 
daisy, calendul2, caliopsis, carna- 
tion, Chinese forget-me-not, del- 
phinium, hollyhock, larkspur, lo- 
belia, lupine, nicotiaaa, pansy, pe- 
tunia, phlox, poppy, snapdragon, 
stock, sweet pea and viola. 

Some annuals that grow well in 
Florida and provide fine cutting 
material for home decoration are: 
calendula, cosmos, lupine, nasturti- 
um, pink, snapdragon, strawflower 
and zinnia to mention only a few.®

Northern 
Pointers

e Autumn color: Get more enjoy- 
ment out of fall outings by learning 
the names of trees, vines and shrubs 
that appeal to you most. Ask the 
man who owns them, visit local 
nurseries and botanical gardens. 
Most of the fall show-offs have at- 
tractive features at other seasons too. 
e Unfruitful bittersweet vines: If 
your celastrus are over three years 
old and have not formed seed, they 
probably lack compatible mates. 
Make a note now to take sample 
flowers to the nursery next May 
or June and learn whether your 
planting lacks the pollen or the 
fruiting plants. 

e Fall planting: Most trees, shrubs, 
vines and perennials may be planted 
now. During planting you may de- 
ceive yourself or your nurseryman, 
but you cannot fool the plant roots 
—deep, wide and careful soil prepa- 
ration will be very important to 
the future vigor of the plant. 

e Feeding newly moved plants: If 
plants ever need readily available 
fertility to help the leaves make the 
food that produces the leaves, flow- 
ers, trunk and roots, it is immedi- 
ately following a shock. Plants may 
be shocked by a change in soil or 
climate, drought, insects or diseases, 
or by root disturbance. Many 
modern fertilizers are safe and de- 
sirable at planting time, for all 
plants. 

e Lawns: Those that winter with no 
more than 1% inches of top usually 
have less snow mold damage the 
following spring than lawns that 
are allowed to grow unchecked in 
the fall. Accumulations of dead 
leaves can smother if not 
removed. 

e Care of equipment: Right after 
the final mowing, why not surprise 
your mower serviceman by letting 
him have the machine for sharpen- 
ing and service? If you keep it 
home, follow the directions for 


grasses 


draining, oiling and storage. Other 
gardening tools should be cleaned 
and oiled before hanging for the 
winter. Underground _ sprinklers 
must be drained, and so should 
hoses and sprinklers that will be 
stored in freezing temperatures. 
Bulb storage: Tender summer- 
flowering bulbs need proper storage 
after ripening and cleaning. Tuber- 
ous begonias, dahlias and cannas 
prefer slightly moist storage in cool 
spots, above 40°. Caladiums like 
vermiculite or perlite around them 
in 60°. Ismene prefer air storage 
at 55° to 60°. Gladiolus want 
cooler air storage. Bulbs stored in 
moist materials—sand, sawdust, 
peat moss, vermiculite—should be 
checked for dangerous dry shriveling 
or damp sogginess each month of 
the storage season. 
e Living Christmas tree: If you plan 
to have one, tag it now in your local 
nursery. This will save time and as- 
sure a better selection. Dig its hole 
before the ground freezes and store

the humus-and-topsoil mixture in- 
doors, for safe and easy after-holi- 
day planting. Blue, Colorado, white 
and Norway spruces are good 
choices, along with balsam, Douglas 
and silver firs, and Scotch pines. 

e Hardening off shrubs: Warm. 
moist October weather may stimu- 
late late sap-flow under the bark of 
tender azaleas, bluemist  spirea, 
butterfly-bush and some broadleaf 
evergreens. Withhold water and pull 
the surface mulch a few inches from 
the stems to harden the tissues 
and to reduce damage from the first 
cold weather. Later replace the 
mulch and soak the soil before 
freezing weather arrives.®

e Annuals: Planting of cool-weather 
annuals, either seeds or plants, 
is scheduled in all sections. The 


nurseries have thousands of flats

lem is one of selection. Alyssum, 
baby’s-breath, calendulas in varying 
shades, cornflowers, larkspurs, lobe- 
lias, snapdragons, stock, pansies 
(plants only) are available. Petunias 
are planted now in Gulf and Coastal 
sections of the Lower South, in late 
winter in the Mid-South and early 
spring in the uppermost regions. 

It is a great temptation to set 

tiny seedlings too close together. 
But crowded plants cannot get their 
share of moisture and nutrients or 
circulating air, and so 
spacing is important. 
e Bulbs: In Upper South plant 
Dutch and bearded iris, crocus, 
lilies. Along the Gulf, plant beard- 
less iris of the Siberian, Japanese, 
Dutch or Louisiana groups; also 
gladiolus, ixias, leucojums and pa- 
perwhite narcissus, but no tulips or 
hyacinths until Thanksgiving. In 
peninsular Florida plant 
narcissus, gladiolus, amaryllis, callas 
and gloriosa lilies.

e Roses: Prepare beds in all sec- 
tions but hold off planting, which 
begins next month in cold areas and

One of the low-growing camellias that 
are good for edging is Shishi-Gashira, 
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moves progressively southward dur- 
ing December and January. 
e Shrubs and trees: Plant and 
transplant evergreens that are hardy 
in your section, but delay moving of 
deciduous items until they are leaf- 
Rains in the fall help plants 
get roots established, but watering is 
needed if the season is dry. Do not 
set out until spring any shrubs or 
trees that are tender in your climate. 
e Caladiums: Where  caladiums 
have come to the end of the season 
(they may be planted year-round in 
South Florida), dig and store the 
tubers. Dig before the foliage is 
completely gone or the tubers will be 
difficult to locate. And dig carefully 
sO as not to cut into the tubers with 
the trowel. Spread them out in a 
dry shady place for four to six 
weeks. Then shake loose dried foli- 
age and soil. Store in cardboard 
boxes. For the packing mixture use 
builder’s grade of vermiculite with 5 
tablespoons DDT or chlordane and 
tablespoons Captan to each % 
bushel. Cover bottom of boxes with 
this mixture, spread tubers so they 
don’t touch each other, and pour 
more of the mixture around and over 
them to cover. Store in a cool, dry, 
dark place, heated only enough to 
keep the temperature from dropping 
below the freezing point. 
e Camellias: The camellia season 
gets into full swing this month and 
is greeted with enthusiasm. Start 
setting out new plants as soon as the 
weather begins to cool off. Some of 
the early japonicas and sasanquas 
are already in bloom, making it pos- 
sible to see what you are getting. 
Save space for midseason and late 
varieties, too, for a succession of 
flowers.

e Rye grass: This month and 
next are good for planting Italian 
rye grass in all sections of the South. 
It gives a beautiful green velvet 
cover to brownish lawns of carpet, 
Bermuda or centipede grass. 

First mow the grass short and 
rake away the clippings. Scatter 
lawn fertilizer over the area at the 
rate recommended for the particular 
brand, and water it in. Twenty-four 
hours later sow rye grass, spreading 
seed as evenly as possible. You will 
need 10 Ibs. for each 1,000 square 
feet. Keep moist and mow frequently 
enough to maintain a nice even 
cover. Resow any sparse areas.®

e Fall clean-up: Clean out all trash 
and dead foliage from the perennial 
border. If a mulch is needed, use a 
loose, fluffy material such as ex- 
celsior or straw—not leaves that 
mat down. Use leaves. instead, 
start a compost pile. By spring com- 
post will be ready to put on garden. 
e Bulbs: Many hardy lilies arrive 
late. Dig holes for them now and 
store soil in baskets where it won't 
freeze. Fill holes with straw or 
leaves, which can be removed if 
bulbs arrive after freezing weather. 
Tulips, narcissus, hyacinths and 
minor bulbs should go in as soon as 
possible. After ground freezes, apply 
mulch over the soil 
e Sweet peas: Try fall planting, in 
late October. They sprout in spring 
long before soil can be worked for 
spring planting. 
e Wintering chrysanthemums: Store 
stock plants of so-called hardy 
chrysanthemums in cold frame as 
soon as they are through flowering. 
If no frame is available, lift clump 
above ground level with spading 
fork, then cover completely with 
soil, just as roses are hilled in. In 
spring, divide into single-stem di- 
visions. : 
e Roses: Get ready to hill up roses 
as soon as temperatures below 20 
occur. Hilling with soil is still best 
protection for the Midwest. 
e Transplanting trees and shrubs: 
Wait until frost kills foliage, then 
move the plant. Mulch heavily as 
soon as it is planted. 
e Perennials: There is still time to 
remake old beds during early Oc- 
tober, but mulch well to allow 
roots more time to grow after trans- 
planting. 
e House plants: Take in plants that 
have been summering outdoors be- 
fore frosts occur. Cold can injure 
many tropical plants even when it 
does not freeze. 
e Herbs indoors: Pot up plants such 


as marjoram, parsley, chives and 
rosemary for winter use. 

e Strawberries: Winter protection 
should be applied over the straw- 
berry bed when temperature drops to 
a. 

e Store summer bulbs: With the 
first frost, dig tender summer-flower- 
ing bulbs for storage. Dry them off 
for two or three days in a frost-free 
room before putting in permanent 
storage. 

e Lawns: Don’t let fallen leaves 
and clippings remain on the grass. 
Sweep or rake them up as soon as 
possible. A mat of organic matter 
favors snow mold. Keep mowing 
the lawn as long as it continues to 
grow. If snow mold was bad last 
spring, apply a good turf fungicide

late in October according to manu- 
facturer’s directions.

e Evergreens: Keep watering ever- 
greens so they will go into winter 
with moisture at their roots; they 
give off water from foliage all winter 
long. 

¢ Delphiniums:  Well-weathered 
coal ashes (rare stuff these days) 
heaped over old clumps of del- 
phinium, can be used to help carry 
them through the winter. You might 
try vermiculite instead if you can’t 
get coal ashes. However, dust the 
plants with Captan or dusting sulfur 
before you cover them 

e Late vegetable crops: Clean out 
cold frames and cellar storage space 
to be ready for this year’s fall 
vegetable harvest.

Again the weather may 
remain mild until late November.

sidered better to have the stalks 
freeze and a maturing of the tubers 
take place, not unlike that of po-

However, this is only prac 
tical in areas where frost is heavy 
enough to freeze stalks but not the 
soil. ) 

Stalks should be cut back before 
digging to the chance of 
straining or breaking the necks of 
tubers when the clumps are lifted 
[he clump should be lifted gently, 
preferably with a shovel—a fork is 
more apt to bruise the roots. I cut 
back the stalk again, closer to the 
Tapping or 
striking the cluster against the dig- 
ging tool to free it of earth is a 
mistake, almost certain to bruise 
some tubers. In tightly packed 
clumps, washing or drying until soil 
is freed is recommended. 

If it is possible to sun-dry the 
dug tubers, do so, but remember 
the tubers are tender and susceptible 
to frost. Commercial growers differ 
on the advisability of washing the 
tubers. Using a hose nozzle, it is a 
comparatively easy task to wash the 
earth free, even from the biggest 
clumps. If there is no sun, the

tubers can be dried in a heated base- 
ment. I have washed the clusters, 
then dried them in the sun or a 
heated basement; both washed and 
unwashed came through the storage 
period with equally good results 

There is litthe doubt in my mind 
that the method of storing 
tubers (cut or uncut) is to place 
them in a single layer of sand—or 
better. a mixture of sand and soil 
in an unheated basement. This of 
course presumes the location is dry. 
well ventilated and and 
that considerable space is available 

Storage temperatures should be 
within the range of 40° to 
This can be accomplished in a 
heated basement by storing the 
tubers in paper bags. If the clumps 
are kept intact it will necessitate 
using large bags. The top of each 
bag can be folded lightly and 
stapled: I prefer to only crumple the 
top and thereby insure ventilation. I 
store these sacks, not over two deep, 
in paper cartons, placed on the base- 
ment floor as far 
my furnace. I do not stack these 
boxes on top of one another, for 
then ventilation is less certain and, 
too, the floor is cooler. 

Early in December I examine the 
tubers. If the stalk and body are 
dry and firm, I replace them. If 
there is marked shriveling, I wrap 
such a tuber in newspaper and re- 
place as before. The indication here 
is too much heat or too free ventila- 
tion. A large tuber, however, can 
stand a relatively high moisture loss 
still produce a very strong 
plant. Should any of the tubers 
show moisture to the touch, I re- 
move them at once and allow them 
to dry in the open air near the fur- 
nace warmth. 

This paper bag arrangement gives 
easy access to periodic examination; 
spoilage can be checked early. 
Wrapping in newspaper alone may

be sufficient except for the factor of 
uneven ventilation and easy inspec- 
tion. I have found that storing 
tubers in peat moss is not successful 
Sawdust and wood shavings seem to 
be much better. Finely ground ver- 
miculite is a good medium, but 
here, again, inspection is 
difficult. 

Without doubt, the condition of 
the cut tubers at the time of storage 
is all important. If the stem is well 
dried and cured the battle of suc- 
cessful storage is half won, for at 
its base is that vulnerable collar- 
that area of the stem adjacent to the 
tuber where the eyes will sprout in 
spring. 

Dahlia growers differ on the ad- 
visability of dividing dahlia tubers 
at the time of digging or before 
planting in the spring. Fall cutting 
since the stalk is still 
somewhat green and tender. And 
should loss occur in storage, you 
have a better chance that at least 
some will survive. If you are able 
to distinguish the “dimples” or little 
grooves where eyes will start in the 
spring, divide in the fall. Some of 
the dimples will be “blind” eyes 
where no sprout will grow and in 
turn will produce a blind tuber (one 
that makes roots but never sends up 
a stalk). 

Much depends on the aptitude of 
the gardener. It is possible that 


more 


IS easier 


more eyes will be preserved through 
spring cutting. By then the clusters 


already show purplish-red eyes or 
sprouts when taken out of storage. 


When cutting, make each cut di- 
rectly up through the old stalk, not 
breaking or straining the neck of 
the tuber. It is essential that a 
portion of the stalk be retained on 
each tuber. By placing the cluster 
on a firm, wooden surface and using 
a sharp knife, this can be done with- 
out damage to the eyes. Sometimes 
it is best to tip or invert the cluster, 
placing the stem on the cutting 
board and starting the cut with the 
knife point. Some of the tubers 
will have long, thin necks leading 
to the stalk section. Here, prefer- 
ence should be given to the other, 
better proportioned tubers. With 
heavy, many-tubered clusters it is 
best to center attention on those 
uppermost, for it will be almost im- 
possible to cut all the tubers with 


a stalk 


section attached. Those 


radiating out from the stem collar 
are the tubers with eyes. 

If you cut in the fall, be sure to 
dust all open surfaces with sulfur 
to discourage mold and fungi from 
starting during the storage period 
It may well be that sulfur acts only 
as a discouraging agent. I use only

sulfur dust, but some growers have 
had problems with one or more of 
the four microorganisms that attack 
tubers. Results of these organisms 
can be recognized by black or dark 
decayed spots, sometimes accom- 
panied by foul odor. One of the 
fungi resembles mildew and _ is 
known as gray mold rot. Fortu- 
nately, the American Dahlia So- 
ciety has made a verv complete 
study of both the bacteria and 
fungus problems and have con 
ducted experiments to a point where 
now they have an effective control. 
The A. D. S. formula is 10 pounds 
commercial talc, 3 pounds agri- 
cultural sulfur, 8 pounds powdered 
Casco casein glue, 2 ounces Mer- 
solite (phenyl mercury acetate) and 
2 oxyquinoline benzoate

A thick mulch 
is recommended, but total depth 
should not exceed 6 inches.

when you do your fall shopping for 
spring flowers.

Large tubers produce many flower 
stalks, small tubers fewer. So with 
ranunculus, as with most other 
things, you get what you pay for. 
Plant the tubers 6 to 8 inches apart 
and about 1 inch deep, with the 
“toes” pointed downward. You may 
have to enrich the soil with com- 
posted humus before planting, but 
do not use peat moss. Thoroughly 
saturate the soil before planting. 
Best germination is obtained by 
sprouting them in a flat of washed 
sand. Tubers can be transplanted 
after a week in the sand. When 
leaves appear the plants should be 
protected from birds, who love to

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An easy way to 
Shred leaves

NDIAN SUMMER is heralded by 
| the aroma of burning leaves and 

the clouds of smoke issuing 
from the pipe of the Lord of the 
Manor as he rakes or pushes his 
sweeper over the lawn for additional 
fuel for his fire. The aroma of burn- 
ing leaves is pleasant and nostalgic, 
but to see the cure for so many soil 
troubles going up in smoke is cer- 
tainly depressing.

all—when they are on the ground it 
is a different matter. They pack to- 
gether and effectively throttle any- 
thing they cover, especially lawn 
grasses. So for want of a_ better 
solution, the fallen leaves are 
dragged to the curb for burning or 


Pile leaves on walk or bare spot and 
tilt mower. Come down gradually on 
the pile, letting blade chew up leaves. 
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rubbish pickup at a later date. 

In this modern age the rotary 
mower has taken a prominent place 
in keeping our lawn grasses trim. 
Not so well known is the leaf shred- 
ding ability of this combination cut- 
ter and beater. A cover over the 
discharge chute is the only addition 
to the grass-cutting setup that is 
needed to disintegrate the leaves. 

Well-shredded leaves are an ex- 
cellent material for use as a soil 
builder—like humus or compost. 
When added to the compost pile, 
shredded leaves will decompose in 
months rather than a year. 

Just a word of warning, though. 
If you shred the leaves where they 
fall on the grass they disappear and 
can’t be collected for compost. Also, 
some lawn experts today frown on 
adding undecomposed material like 
this to lawns; they feel it can create 
a thatch problem. 

The best approach to shredding 
leaves is to pile them on a cement 
drive or a bare spot in the garden. 
Don’t hesitate to pile the leaves high. 
Tip the front of the mower high 
and let it come down on the pile 
of leaves. Pause a moment and then 
take another bite. Keep repeating 
until the pile is chewed up. Gather 
up the remnants into a pile and if 
not shredded as fine as you desire, 
repeat the process.® 


The end product is finely shredded 
leaves that can be used for mulch- 
ing borders or added to compost heap.

REAP THE BENEFITS 
OF FALL PLANTING 


by F. F. ROCKWELL 


— GREATEST OPPORTUNITY of 

the entire year for improving the 
attractiveness of one’s home sur- 
roundings lies in what is done during 
the next four or five weeks. Yet mil- 
lions of homeowners let this op- 
portunity slip by without doing a 
thing about it. 

In Nature’s scheme of things, 
growth above ground, with the ap- 
proach of shorter days, colder nights 
and frosty temperatures gradually 
slows down to a standstill. Leaves 
drop, plants die back to the ground, 
growth ceases. 

Or so it appears to the beginner; 
but anyone who has worked with 
plants, even in a very moderate way, 
knows that what meets the eye is not 
a true portrayal of the facts. The 
truth is that the roots of most hardy 
plants keep right on growing and 
storing food until the soil freezes. 

That is why trees, shrubs and 


hardy perennials, as well as bulbs, 
planted in autumn get a strong run- 
ning start compared to those of the 
same species set out in spring, which 
have to produce both new shoots 
and new top growth at the same 
time. This is particularly true of 
plants that are dug in the fall and 
then kept in bare root storage until 
spring. Anyone who has ever 
planted a rosebush in the fall and 
had a chance to compare its growth 
to that of one dug in fall and planted 
until spring can attest to this. 

So much for the case for fall 
planting. It should be kept in mind, 
however, that he who would profit 
by it must act promptly when the 
time comes. It is important to get 
the job finished as soon as possible 
after plants arrive. Fortunately four- 
fifths of the work involved can be 
done before they arrive. 

The first move is to decide just

where each item is to go and to 
mark out areas for planting accord- 
ingly. Readers who followed the 
suggestions in the August issue of 
FLOWER GROWER will have already 
taken this first 


Step 


and very essential 


Next comes adequate preparation 
of the soil; this involves much more 
than merely digging a number of 
holes in the ground. The old saying 
about roses—that it is better to plant 
a fifty-cent bush in a two-dollar hole 
than it is to place a two-dollar bush 
in a fifty-cent hole is equally true of 
most other plants. 

It should be kept in mind that 
after planting a tree or a shrub little 
can be done to improve the soil 
around, and especially under, its 
ball of roots. The planter who lays 
to his soul the flattering unction 
that he can later on make up for 
neglect in this respect, by applying 
doses of chemical fertilizer, is 
doomed to disappointment. 

The growth made during the first 
two or three years is all important to 
the future development of a tree or 
shrub. Once established, it can 
forage far and wide, but in order to 
do that it must start with a strong 
and vigorous root system. 

To assure such a root system, the 
planting hole must be both much 
wider and much deeper than the 
root ball or the bare root system— 
(often severely cut back. when re- 
ceived if not actually mutilated). On 
our soil on Cape Cod, most of 
which is sandy or gravelly loam, 
for any shrub or tree we make holes 
about 18 inches deep and at least 
as wide. These are filled about half 
full of a 50-50 mixture of compost- 
heap soil and peat moss, plus a 
quart or more of a mixture of ', 
bone meal and 7% commercial 
dried manure. We never use any 
chemical fertilizers in planting 
holes. 

In heavy soils it is important that 
good drainage be assured. Holes 
should be made extra deep, and if 
a hardpan bottom is encountered, 
this should be pierced or loosened 
up with a crowbar. Rough drain- 
age material at the bottom may be 
helpful but only if water can drain 
away after it has collected there. 
[frees and most shrubs should be 
planted little or no deeper than they 
have previously been growing, -but 
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we always make planting holes suf- 
ficiently large and deep to leave a 
saucerlike depression 3 inches or so 
deep around the base as a basin to 
hold) moisture when they are 
watered. This also holds mulch in 
dry weather and so avoids the neces- 
sity of cutting grass close up to the 
trunk, with the possible result of 
injury .to bark from lawn mower 
or grass clippers. 

Absolutely firm support, to pre- 
vent any possible swaying of the 
trunk with consequent breaking o1 
loosening of newly formed roots in 
the soil, is another essential pre- 
caution. Such hidden damage is re- 
sponsible for the failure, or the de- 
layed renewal of vigorous growth, 
of many trees and tall shrubs. Deep 
planting, as suggested above, helps 
greatly in this respect but is not in 
itself sufficient for fairly large or 
tall specimens. Support, to be ef- 
fective, should be from two, or 
better still, three directions. While 
rope or stout cord may serve for 
small specimens, wire is much bet- 
ter as it will remain taut in all 
weather. Where it touches the tree, 
it should be run through a short 
piece of rubber hose to prevent its 
cutting into the wood. An ab- 
solutely firm support can be made 
by running the wires double and 
taking up any slack by twisting 
them together with a spike or a 
short stick. 

Perennials received in the fall 
may be dormant or still making 
growth. With the latter, especially, 
it is important that they be set into 
the ground at the earliest possible 
moment—hence the advantage of 
having their future homes prepared 
and ready for immediate occupancy 
upon arrival. 

As in the planting of trees. so 
with perennials. Much more can be 
done to assure their future success 
before they are planted than after- 
wards. In preparing beds on such 
soil as we have available, we find it 
desirable to outline the beds and 
then dig out all soil to a depth of 
8 inches or more, keeping the top- 
soil in a separate pile. The best 
of this, supplemented by compost 
pile material and a 2- to 3-inch 
layer of peat moss, is then forked 
into the bottom of the excavated 
bed; and the bone meal-manure 
combination previously mentioned is

mixed in. Our aim is always to get 
the best soil well down beneath the 
crowns of newly set plants, as this 
is the area where new roots will be 
developing. 

Bulbs, with few exceptions, are 
best planted as soon as possible 
after they are received. The very 
early-flowering little or minor bulbs 
—crocus, grape hyacinth, chiono- 
doxa, galanthus, etc.—should be 
put in without delay. If you cannot 
plant all bulbs at once, keep the 
large-flowered late tulips—Darwins, 
breeders and parrots—until the last. 
In fact, in southern sections it is 
best to hold these in cool storage 
(about 40° to 45°, but above freez- 
ing of course) until late October or 
November. 

The key objective in all fall plant- 
ing is to get the maximum possible 
root development before the ground 
freezes hard. The three big steps are: 

1. Plant as early as_ possible, 
which means having planting areas 
prepared before plants arrive. 

2. Water thoroughly, not only 
when planting but frequently enough 
thereafter to keep the soil moist, 
until ground freezes. If dry, windy 
weather follows planting, it is advis- 
able, especially with evergreens, to 
spray the growth above ground in 
addition to watering the roots. 





3. Mulch thoroughly, just after 
the ground has frozen a couple of 
inches deep. (Mulching too early 
may encourage a visitation of mice 
or other rodents.) A _ frost crust 
plus mulch will often keep the soil 
beneath open, and roots will grow 
for several weeks longer than they 
otherwise would. Some plants, 
especially roses and newly set 
shrubs, will be benefitted by hilling 
up soil around them just before 
permanent freezing is expected. 

Dormant trees and shrubs that, 
for many reasons, cannot be planted 
shortly after arrival should be 
placed in a shallow trench and 
covered with soil. Planting spaces 
may be reserved for late arrivals 
such as trees, shrubs, lilies, etc., not 
received until after the soil freezes, 
by covering these areas with a heavy 
mulch of leaves held in place by 
evergreen boughs or old boards. 
After the planting operation is com- 
pleted, the mulch is replaced to give 
the new material a chance to de- 
velop roots. ©

How much those parts 

of the world miss whose 

trees do not color with 

the coming of autumn! 

Having known it, one 
can’t imagine October without this 
gaudy wash rolling over the green- 
ness. In Michigan it begins in the 
copper country and sweeps down 
the state in huge waves, rippling 
from the outer edges of the Penin- 
sula to its center. Then the leaves 
fall, a red-and-gold shower, to lie 
in thick windrows behind every 
smallest projection. Proper  gar- 
deners gather them for compost 
heaps, but the smoky haze _ that 
surrounds towns and villages indi- 
cates the fate of some. Which leads 
me to confess that I have two minds 
about the disposal of leaves. When 
I was growing up, a marshmallow 
roast in the embers of the bonfire 
was our reward for gathering them 
up from our lawn. Because of the 
reward it was a_ neighborhood 
project with many eager helpers. 
And now, while one part of mind 
is critical of these “funeral pyres” 
as wasteful of plant materials, an- 
other part remembers the fun and 
sniffs and rejoices like an old fire 
horse. 

How delicious are fresh fruit pies! 
And applesauce is never again so 
flavorful as now. Here is a different 
use for it in this old recipe for 
applesauce cake as it is made by 
our Southern mountain cooks. My 
family is very fond of it. 


HILL COUNTRY APPLESAUCE CAKE 
Cream together %% cup fat 

2 cup sugar 

¥2 cup sorghum molasses 

1 large egg 

2 cups flour 


Slowly beat in 


Sift together 
1 teaspoon baking powder 
%4 teaspoon soda 

2 teaspoon salt 

Beat flour mixture alternately with 

¥2 cup milk into the fat-sugar mix- 

ture. Butter, flour three 8-inch tins 
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and divide the batter between them. 
Bake at 350° for 25 minutes. Cool 
the layers and remove them from 
the pans. Spread each layer with 
sweetened applesauce that has been 
lightly flavored with cinnamon, us- 
ing about % cup of applesauce 
for each layer. 


Last year I asked 
readers to tell me how 
they prepared kohlrabi 
for their tables and was 
gratified to hear from 
so many. I tried your recipes too, 
and liked kohlrabi so much. that 
this year we grew twice as much of 
it. Have you ever tried it glazed 
with sugar or honey? Kohlrabi, 
turnips and rutabaga all respond 
favorably to this fixin’, and a mix- 
ture of the three is a delight to the 
eye as well as to the palate. The 
turnip is white, the rutabaga is 
golden-yellow and the kohlrabi is 
pale green, and while the flavors 
are similar each has its distinction. 
While we are discussing rutaba- 
gas will someone tell me how to 
preserve them a la paraffin? The 
ones I coat with wax invariably 
wither. Should one let them dry out 
after digging? Or is there a stage 
of maturity which they must reach 
before paraffin can be applied suc- 
cessfully? Those of vegetable-pro- 
duce counters seem to last indefi- 
nitely after this treatment. The ones 
I dipped for storage this past fall 
even sprouted, lifting the layers of 
wax to do so, and do you know, 
those bright yellow leaves were good 
to eat? I used them finely chopped 
in the dressing for a mixed salad 
and their pungency (!) gave it a 
real lift. 


Late August-planted 

spinach is ready for 

harvest now. Have you 

ever tried baking it 

along with an _ oven 
meal? It is very tasty when pre- 
pared this way. You need an oven- 
proof dish with a tight-fitting lid. 
Wash the spinach and drain it. 
Layer it in the dish with salt and 
bits of butter or margarine, packing 
all down well. Grated lemon rind 
improves the flavor of spinach how- 
ever you prepare it, and baked is 
no exception. Bake 2 quarts of 
leaves (for four persons) for 30 
minutes at 350°, ©

N THESE MILD SWEET DAYS, visions of the tiny 
golden goblets and nodding bells of early spring- 
flowering bulbs begin to dance in my head and 

the lethargy of late summer drops away. | pick up my 
spading fork and begin to look for those garden spots 
for bulb planting that I staked out in April and May 
Bloom-time marking does prevent accidentally cutting 
into previously planted bulbs, and fall planting is easier 
if some sites are ready and waiting when the small bags 
full of brown magic begin to appear in the mailbox 
If you have not yet ordered your bulbs, do not delay. 


The very early bulbs should be planted as soon as they 


arrive—in most cases about mid-September. Keeping 
bulbs for even short periods in a warm room is in 


jurious. If you cannot plant at once, open the packages 


and store the bulbs in a cool place. 

Prepare the soil deeply, enrich with humus, and your 
bulbs will reward you. Most small-flowered bulbs can 
adapt to the rock garden, the wood’s edge, a shrub 
border or the foreground of a perennial bed. But do 
plant some near enough to your doorway so that you 
can enjoy them even when the weather turns blustery as 
it so often does soon after these elves are in bloom. 

Harbinger is a beautiful word (reminding me of 
wings) but not so beautiful as those tiny members of 
the iris family, the winter-blooming or snow crocuses 
that—along with the delightful /ris vartani—are the 
first of a whole flock of harbingers of springtime, bloom 
ing—in my garden—even before the snowdrops. 

These snow crocuses, tiny replicas of the bold, later- 
flowering Dutch crocus (C. vernus and hybrids) open 
their gay chalices on a south-facing bank at the first 
touch of February sun. The chrysanthus varieties E. P. 
BowLes, MOONLIGHT, WARLEY WHITE and unnamed 
mixed seedlings of this delightful species are radiant 
shades of golden-hearted white, glowing creams, pale 
yellows and warm golds. Though ‘chrysanthus’ does 
mean gold, one appealing variety named BLUE PEARI 
is a luminous shade of true blue. I like to combine this 
in drifts with the lavender-violet C. sieberi. The fragile- 
looking fragrant flowers of this species open out almost 
flat to show their golden hearts 

C. imperati, lavender with the outside striped purple 
and buff, is early and choice; C. tomasinianus TAPLOW 
Ruy is a glowing color, more purple than ruby. The

someone with background knowledge and the experi- 
ence to guide us. We engaged Miss Joan Eastman 
Bennett of Summit, New Jersey, as our landscape de- 
signer in September 1958. 

Miss Bennett’s first talk with us was casually dis- 
arming. She told us that a property must be designed 
with the family in mind. We learned a little of how we 
should approach our property. She learned these things: 


W. are a family of five. Besides Norm and myself 
there are two daughters, now aged 13 and 10, and a 
son, now aged 6. Norm loves working about a house. 
It is a welcome change from the busy world of the 
chemical laboratory where his days are spent. 

Our house has nine rooms, three baths and a modified 
Southern Colonial appearance. It is part of a community 
of homes, identified by their variety rather than their 
sameness. (There were thirty “model” houses.) 

The house is painted a soft yellow with white shutters

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and trim. The upper story of the facade is batten board; 
the remainder is cedar shingle. We have a fondness for 
the contemporary in furnishings (mixed sparingly with 
French provincial) and so have tried to establish an 
understated, simple exterior which blends into the clean 
line and serene feeling we hope we've achieved in the 
interior. 

We have a third-of-an-acre plot, as do all of our 
neighbors. The builder of our home developed the area 
out of a golf course, leaving some of the trees, but not 
enough. Those that are on our grounds are typical of 
the area and quite old—white oak, sour gum, ash and 
dogwood. All are on the lower side of the property. 
There was a huge barrenness on the upper side. 

Most people in our area are their own gardeners and 
‘do-it-yourself-ers.” Very few of our neighbors put in 
all their plantings the first year. In general they are hard 
workers, taking much pride in the appearance of their 
homes. 

When Miss Bennett felt that Norm and I had ex-

pressed our special family needs and individual pre- 
ferences, we began as a partnership of three to work on 
the plan. We each had a part to play in selecting, ar- 
ranging and carrying it out. Each time we have con- 
ferred with Miss Bennett we have had basic design 
principles impressed on us, so that we could have the 
confidence to proceed on our own. 
The plan itself is basically a simple one. It has three 

objectives: 

1. to provide a setting for the house 

2. to establish a background for outdoor living 

3. to minimize the amount of maintenance once 

it is fully planted. 


A first step was to relate the color of the house to 
the property. Since our house is yellow, we are emphasiz- 
ing yellow. Yellow and orange day-lilies form a vivid line 
of welcome along the lower side of the 60-foot length 
of driveway. There is a grouping of three forsythias on 
the bank below the chimney wall. Yellow and orange

tulips brighten the split rail fence on the upper border. 
An orange-berried firethorn (pyracantha) is trained 
across the front of the house extension that screens the 
back door. With our yellow color scheme I had to give 
up the idea of a pink flowering Japanese cherry or pink 
dogwood as a specimen tree on our front lawn. So we 
have a white crab apple and we love it. The view of it in 
flower is especially appealing from our daughters’ bed- 
room windows. 

On our back lawn we have pink azaleas, pink roses 
and various non-yellow perennials. This doesn’t inter- 
fere with the related feeling of the house front and 
grounds. The back plantings with their vivid colorings 
add variety and charm when viewed from our rear pic- 
ture window. 

One of our earliest moves was to establish our privacy. 
This was done mostly by means of fences. We used 
various kinds. The most expensive, and the most effec- 
tive, is our stockade fence. We bought seven sections to 
form a corner. It delineates the back lot line on the low 
side and the adjoining side lot line. Miss Bennett sug- 
gested that we would only appreciate the fence when it 
was weathered to a gray color; new, it looked too raw 
and commercial. After shopping around, we discovered 
in a nearby garden center a stockpile of this fence ma- 
terial which had been out all winter and was already 
weathered. Since the sections had an “aged” look, the 
dealer was offering them at substantial savings. Talk 
about having your cake and eating it, too—we felt this 
was the bargain of the year! 


The least expensive screening was privet hedge. The 
informal, loose hedge begins where the stockade fence 
leaves off at the back lot line, goes directly across to our 
corner white pine and around the corner on the high 
side of our property. The privet, pruned heavily for the 
first two years to encourage compact growth, was put in 
to create a fast-growing background. We have a good 
view out over the hills that we are anxious to keep and a 
view of the house back of us that we wish to screen out 
as quickly as possible. 

Our other fencing was considered less urgent and, 
consequently, was not added until the next year. I will 
deal with it later along with the other activities at that 
stage. At the beginning when there were so many things 
to do, we were continually telephoning Miss Bennett as 
to “What comes next?” 

Trees need time to grow and are always among the 
earliest acquisitions. We planted our white crab apple 
that first fall of 1958. It is a good size now and shows 
promise of being a real beauty in four or five years. We 
planted a white dogwood at the same time. It is a speci- 
men tree, also placed on the front grounds several feet 
beyond the north end of the house. We thought of it as 
a focal point outlined against a house extension and 
although still quite small it already serves this purpose. 


That winter we also had planted for us two tall Nor- 
way maples that are graceful and give good shade. They 
are on the upper part of our back property where there 
was so much emptiness. Three white pines form part of 
the design of our back property. Two are placed in

Inspiration 
for a spring 
bulb garden 


by MARJORIE J. DIETZ 


OR INSPIRATION on how to plant spring-flowering 

bulbs—tulips, daffodils, hyacinths and the like— 

American gardeners should look to the Dutch. The 
Dutch not only know how to grow these bulbs superbly 
but also how to use them to create beautiful spring gar- 
den pictures that are the dream of every American 
homeowner 

Last year | photographed this spring woodland scene 
of daffodils at Holland’s Keukenhof Gardens, a vast 
showplace of informal and formal plantings using spring 
bulbs in every setting imaginable. At Keukenhof, besides 
the naturalistic scene shown here, spring bulbs are dis- 
played with evergreens and flowering trees and shrubs, 
as well as with spring-blooming perennials and as accents 
to pools, fountains, walls and walks, terraces and garden 
houses. Too ambitious for Americans to emulate when 
gardening on less than an acre? Not at all! Last fall 
Keukenhof became the inspiration for my bulb-planting 
project and the editors here at FLOWER Grower feel 
that other gardeners all across the country who will be 
planting bulbs this fall will be equally inspired. 

While my total Long Island, New York, gardening 
space is only two-third’s of an acre, it is varied and 
even includes two open woodland areas and enough 
additional space to create a “small Keukenhof.” True, 
I lacked the refinements and accoutrements of Keuken- 
hof—vast stretches of manicured lawns, pools and 
Streams, and large groups of mature evergreens and 
shrubs. What I did have was open woodland made by 
oaks, sassafras and shadblow trees with a pleasant mean- 
dering pathway, a long stone retaining wall near the 
house, a sunny bank planted with very young mugo 
pines, as well as many other situations that would be 
improved by the planting of spring-flowering bulbs. 
Some of my results appear on the next few pages. 


ecomes reality 
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Take a woodland 


& add daffodils 
& tulips, too 


| WAS FORTUNATE in having two areas of woodland. The 
first was near the house and already had been opened 
up. The oaks in this area—some picturesque, some 
battered from battles with hurricanes—offered the best 
starting points for my bulb-planting project. In addition 
to having woodland, I had a power cultivator, willing 
friends and, by mid-October, over 5,000 tulip, daffodil, 
hyacinth, grape-hyacinth and crocus bulbs ready for 
planting. 

The power cultivator lessened the preliminary bulb- 
planting work considerably. My method was to remove 
any heavy debris from the area to be planted by whisk- 
ing over it quickly with a rake, then with the cultivator 
mix soil (mostly sand and a little loam), leafmold, 
leaves and superphosphate, going as deeply as possible. 
(This fall | am going to use sulphate of potash at the 
rate of about | ounce a square yard, recommended by 
Dutch growers for poor, sandy soil. There is also a com- 
plete commercial bulb fertilizer now available which is 
high in potash.) The soil was then ready for the placing 
and planting of the bulbs. 

I have more or less discarded the close-your-eyes- 
and-toss-the-bulbs and plant-where-they-fall method. 
The effectiveness of Keukenhof’s plantings results from 
the patterns of massed color, achieved even in the in- 
formal woodland plantings, so I placed all bulbs in- 
dividually to form generous triangles, ribbons or other 
free-form designs as the sites demanded. The Dutch are 
also especially adept at combining different kinds of 
bulbs—grape-hyacinths with daffodils to form a blue 
foreground for the taller golden cups, or the lower- 
growing, early-flowering tulip hybrids in front of daf- 
fodils. I tried many combinations, but always used 
between twenty-four and fifty of each variety. I found 
that the woods quickly swallowed up 5,000 bulbs, which 
at first had seemed formidable. This fall I plan to add 
many more groupings and, eventually, my own little 
Keukenhof should more closely resemble its source of 
inspiration.

Crab apple: 
the perfect 
flowering tree 


by ROBERT H. BREWSTER 


LOWERING CRAB APPLES, sometimes called the per- 
fect flowering trees, have attractive fall foliage, 
edible fruit and charming spring blossoms. The 

foliage ranges in color from orange to dark red. The 
fruit, with flesh from white and yellow to dark and rosy- 
red, range in size from marbles to small apples. 

Best of all flowering crabs for fall foliage, according 
to a vote taken by the Ohio Nurserymen’s Association, 
are the varieties CHARLOTTE, PRINCE GEORGES and 
NIEUWLANDIANA, 

The first, CHARLOTTE, a variety of Malus coronaria, 
has striking orange-scarlet foliage. It grows at least 
15 feet tall, and some specimens reach 30 feet. In the 
spring it is filled with double blossoms of a_ buff- 
apricot color, often 2 inches across. 

PRINCE GEORGES, probably derived from M. ivensis, 
is a little bit shorter, growing from 10 to 15 feet tall. 
In the fall its foliage is a dark Burgundy. It, has 
wonderful double flowers in the spring. NIEUWLANDI- 
ANA, a variety of M. coronaria, is very similar to 
CHARLOTTE, having brilliant scarlet foliage in the fall. 

Other good crab apples are the Japanese (M. flori- 
bunda), and one of the best varieties is ARNOLD. When 
the buds first open they are pink; gradually they become 
white or pinkish white, with rosy-red tinges on the 
outside petals. Compact in growth, the tree reaches

| PRING- AND FALL-BLOOMING BULBS suitable for 
G raturaizing if planted with a studied disregard for 

symmetric design, can add unlimited beauty to your 
property. But when their blooms fade away you'll find 
it difficult to mow or cultivate the area without damag- 
ing the foliage that must remain to ripen if the bulbs 
are to continue blooming through the years; and bulb 
foliage is not sightly during the ripening period. 
Fortunately, there is a good way to solve this problem. 

Plant ground covers instead of grass where you want 
to plant an informal grouping of bulbs. These should 
be low-to-the-ground plants that need no attention but 
will provide a green mat about the bulbs while the 
foliage is ripening; many will remain green all year 
For sunny places, Phlox subulata or moss pink is a good 
selection. Growing only 6 inches high, in spring it 
sports a purple, blue, pink or white flower, depending 
on the variety. Plants spread rapidly so space about | 
foot apart. Select the phlox color that will look best 
with the bulbs you plant. 

For partial shade, Hedera helix (English ivy) is a 
most attractive and popular ground cover—a fast 
spreader once it becomes established. The variety 
baltica (Baltic ivy) has smaller leaves and is hardier 
in very cold regions. Plant at the rate of 4 per square 
yard. 

Ajuga reptans (carpet bugle) is ideally suited to 
densely shaded areas, although it will grow in partial 
sun. It produces a low, quickly spreading, dense mat of 
green that often turns to a striking mauve in cold 
weather before the leaves disappear completely. Weeds 
find ajuga almost impossible to compete with. An 
attractive blue flower on a 4-inch spike appears in 
spring. For quick coverage set plants | foot apart. 

Of course there are many other ground covers avail- 
able for a variety of soils and light conditions. Check 
catalogs and nurseries for those best suited to your pur- 
poses. And don’t overlook two dependable favorites: 
Pachysandra terminalis (Japanese spurge) and Vinca 
minor (creeping-myrtle )—both will grow in shade. In 
spring the latter commonly bears a true blue flower; 
white and purple varieties are also available. Both of 
these ground covers will spread rapidly.®

The Home Greenhouse 


“New” plants to try 


by F. F. ROCKWELL and ESTHER C. GRAYSON 


N SAFARI to a class reunion in 
Connecticut last June we 
found ourselves not too many 

miles from the mecca of all rare 
plant lovers, Danielson. Logee’s 
Greenhouses here have been grow- 
ing and selling uncommon begonias, 
geraniums, fuchsias and other green- 
house and house plant rarities from 
all over the world for more years 
than we can count. 

What a welcome we received 
from Joy Logee Martin, who took 


us immediately under her wing and , 


led us from house to house, stopping 
to show us rarities at every turn. 
Some of the parent plants were 
started by the father of the present 
owners; other single specimens were 
being unpacked after shipment from 
Australta, New Zealand and other 
remote corners of the world. 

We had a basketfull of rare green- 
house plants for trial under home 
conditions before we had finished 
the circle of the greenhouses. Some 
of these plants we discuss here; 
others, after they have proven them- 
selves under our own glass, will be 
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discussed in detail in future issues. 

An interesting item, not particu- 
larly rare but distinctively worth- 
while, is the large-flowered hybrid 
abutilon or flowering-maple. The 
bell-shaped blossoms (set off by 
maplelike foliage sometimes varie- 
gated or edged with yellow or 
white) are available in many colors 
from white through yellow, pink, 
salmon, rose and rose-red. Cut and 
arranged in a little corsage by our 
hostess, these lasted for several days 
in perfect condition. 

As greenhouse or window plants, 
abutilons grow rather large, but cut- 
tings root easily and young plants 
can be brought along for bloom each 
winter and the ungainly old ones dis- 
carded like geraniums. 

Among the exotic vines and 
shrubs we saw, and one that is 
worthy of trial, is the Dipladeni 
amoena. This is a South American 
twiner and climber with large, 
crinkled, azalea-like leaves and ele- 
gant soft pink flowers suffused with 
rose. The throats of the funnelform 


blooms are golden. Preferring a 


fibrous peaty soil with sand and 
charcoal added, this makes a spec 
tacular greenhouse subject. 

Tabernaemontana coronaria (Er- 
vatamia coronaria, to be technically 
correct) is sometimes called the 
crape-jasmine or flower-of-love. 
This native of India is a handsome, 
much-branched shrub covered with 
glossy leaves; it bears salverlike, 
very fragrant, pure white blossoms 
suggestive of gardenias. 

Two interesting shrubby plants 
are Chaenostoma  fastigiatum—a 
dwarf, small-leaved perennial bear- 
ing hundreds of tiny, five-petaled 
whitish flowers rather like bluets in 
color and size—and Cuphea hys 
sopifolia (related to the cigar-flower, 
Cuphea_ platycentra). This South 
American plant produces narrow, 
myrtlelike glossy leaves less than an 
inch long and a great profusion 
of long-throated, little, lavender 
flowers. 

It is no wonder there are many 
choice herbs in the Logee plant list 
as the Martins grind their own 
whole-wheat flour, have their own 
bees, make their own herb-flavored 
salads, juices and other beverages 
and sweets. 

Grow the accommodating fuchsia. 
Every greenhouse gardner discovers 
sooner or later that much pleasure 
is provided by plants that flower 
over a long period. Exotic things 
such as the night-blooming cereus 
make great conversation pieces, but 
less dramatic old stand-bys provide 
greater return for the space they 
occupy. 

Typical of such regular rent-pay- 
ers is the fuchsia. These easily 
grown, easily satisfied plants are 
now available in a large range of 
colors and combinations as growing 
plants. Or, you may start a group 
from seed and make your own selec- 
tion, Try upright and trailing forms. 

Plants are also easily grown 
from cuttings. Undoubtedly one of 
your greenhouse-owning friends will 
gladly provide you with a “start” 
from unwanted sprouts 3 inches or 
so in length from near the base. 

Fuchsias thrive in a cool house- 
50° to 60°. They “slow up” in 
autumn, which makes this a good 
time to repot, cutting the plant back 
somewhat for the operation and add- 
ing a little coarse sand to the regular 
potting soil.®

darling Scotch crocus, C. biflorus, 
has many starry, lavender-flushed 
white flowers, feathered purple on 
the outside. 

The small corms of these little 
crocuses should be planted 3 inches 
deep and, to make a real show, from 
1 to 2 inches apart in irregular 
groups of at least a dozen corms. 
They are fine for rock gardens. 

Sometimes a dainty buttercup- 
like relative of the peony, the winter 
aconite, Eranthis hyemalis, blooms

with the earliest of the snow cro- 
cuses; sometimes it opens with the 
snowdrops, which begin, in my 
garden, a few days later. This tiny 
member of the buttercup family is 
not a bulb but a tuber which, be- 
cause it dries out badly in storage 
and normally starts into growth early 
in the fall, should be planted early 
in September or even in August if 
you can get them. Don’t be alarmed 
at the dry, wizened look of the 
tuber; this is its nature. 

Failure to heed the need for 
early planting is the only reason 
that gardeners have difficulty with 
this gay little flower. It will thrive 
in sun or shade but likes a rather 
light soil, plenty of moisture and 
good drainage. Even a few tubers 
will make a lovely patch of early 
brightness. Plant them 2 inches 
deep and 3 inches apart, in groups. 
(None of these tiny early flowers 
look well when planted in straight 
rows. ) 

Good companions for both the 
winter aconite and the early crocus 
are the azure-blue Ayacinthus 
azureus and the snowdrops. The 
lovely common snowdrop, Galanthus

nivalis, and its double and—to my 
notion—less__ distinctive variety, 
flore pleno, are the ones usually 
grown. These are best in woodland 
plantings or clumped in sheltered 
spots where the clusters of solitary 
drooping white flowers can nestle 
against trees or lichen-covered rocks. 

The list of early blue flowers is 
wonderfully augmented by the chi- 
onodoxas, commonly known as 
glory-of-the-snow, and the closely 
related scillas. In the former, the 
best species, C. luciliae, is also the 
most popular, which is not always 
the case with these little bulbs. 
This one, with starry, wide-open, 
white-centered soft blue flowers, 
is most engaging, I think, when 
grouped with the brilliant, almost 
shocking blue of Scilla  siberica. 

Scillas, though sometimes harshly 
called squills, are more commonly 
called by the Latin name. Scilla 
siberica, the best-known species, is 
one of the bluest flowers in gardens, 
and practically foolproof as long as 
the plants have sun before the trees 
leaf out. It may be planted under 
shrubs or even deciduous trees be- 
cause the foliage ripens early. The 
brilliant drooping flowers are borne 
in a loose 4-inch raceme. 

Both the Spanish and English 
blue-bells do so well in the shade that 
they are often called wood hyacinths, 
a term better describing the Spanish 
blue-bells, Scilla hispanica (campan- 
uldta), that produce flowers on all 
sides of the stem in the manner of 
the hyacinth. The English blue-bell. 
Scilla nonscripta (nutans), is less 
floriferous and the florets are all 
carried on one side of the spike. 
Both are very pretty, May-bloom- 
ing, and available in blue, white and 
pink forms, but S. nonscripta seems 
less happy in the New York climate. 
It has nearly disappeared from my 
woods’ edge, where S. hispanica, in 
the blue variety named Exce.sior, 
flourishes among the spotted leaves 
of the lungwort, Pulmonaria sac- 
charata. 

Once you have been exposed to 
the unique charm of any one of the 
small-flowered early-blooming bulbs, 
you'll want to try others. A few sug- 
gestions include: muscari or grape- 
hyacinth; erythronium; fritillaria; 
brodiaea; allium; the small-flowered 
tulips and daffodils; and the late 
snowflake, leucojum. ©

Build a brick walk 


A very effective garden valk can 
be made of common building bricks 
Construction is easy, too, as you do 
not have to fuss with mixing cement 
to bind them together.

First dig a trench 9 to 12 inches 
deep and fill to within 3 or 4 inches 
of top with crushed stone. This is 
to provide drainage and prevent weed 
growth. Flagstone is used as edging. 


Start with a smooth, level founda- 
tion and be sure to check with a level 
from time to time. This walk gently 
slopes to each side from a crown 
in the center for added drainage. 


To settle sand between bricks, thor- 
oughly sprinkle walk. More sand will 
have to be added as it washes in. 
Continue watering and adding sand 
until it is even with the bricks. 


weave pattern shown in the photo- 
graphs is the easiest because it does 
not call for half bricks. Other pat- 
terns are shown in the drawing at

Place bricks on packed drainage mate- 
rial leaving a half-inch space between 
ach for the sand fill. Work from 
side to side rather than lengthwise.

TOOLS & EQUIPMENT 


Some new items we 
put to good use 


by WILLIAM L. MEACHEM 


NY CHEMICAL TESTS I perform 
A in my garden are very unscien 
tific. You might call them trials since 
I like to use new materials just as 
any other gardener would and then 
judge the results. Often my neigh- 
bors do the judging for me by po- 
litely telling me whether I wasted my 
time and money or not. More often 
than not, though, the results will 
spur them on to follow suit. 


This year I tried O. M. Scott's 
new Zephyr duster and rose dust. At 
first I thought the duster was not 
working properly; then I realized 
that the deposit of pesticide was to- 
tally unlike that from any other hand 
duster. It emits a very fine cloud 
that blankets the plant evenly with- 
out the whitish, just-dusted look that 
often results with other dusters. 

Haze is the name of Scott’s all- 
purpose rose dust that contains both 
a good fungicide and insecticide. It 
comes in a container that fits right 
on the duster. Only Scott dusts are 
recommended for the Zephyr be- 
cause of their granulation 


I also used Eveready Rose Dust 
on one section of my rose border. 
Not that I was trying to compare 
results, because even before I started 
I knew that both would do a good 
job. That is, on everything except 
Japanese beetles. But I doubt if 
there is a section of the United 
States that is more heavily infested 
with beetles than my area. 

My area is also overrun with crab 
grass. But I have this weed pest 
under control. My answer to people 
who ask whether pre-emergence 
crab grass killers work or not is, 
“Look at my front lawn.” 


This year I used Dow Crab Grass 
Killer, which contains zytron. I pur- 
posely left one area untreated to see 
the difference. Both areas had been 
treated with an arsenate material 
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last year. The untreated area (this 
year) did have some crab grass, but 
nothing like the area of new lawn 
that had no pre-emergence killer last 
year or this. The front lawn—two 
treatments—was free of crab grass. 
The visual results in mid-August 
proved to the neighbors that pre- 
emergence killers worked. 


Termites are often put in the “for 
shame” category along with roaches. 
This is not fair because a termite 
infestation is often not the result of 
something the homeowner does or 
does not do, but is quite likely to be 
the result of improper planning or 
construction of the house. 

Chlordane has been found to be 
an excellent termite killer and pre- 
venter. Ross Insecticides, Inc., has 
just come out with a Soil Injector 
Kit for termite control using chlor- 
dane in soluble form. The material 
is in cartridges that are fitted in the 
soil injector, which is in turn at- 
tached to the garden hose. 

This is a do-it-yourself kit that 
any gardener can use. Most im- 
portant from the gardener’s stand- 
point is the knowledge that no trench 
has to be dug around the foundation 
and the chlordane can be applied 
without disturbing existing plants. 

One application is said to kill ex- 
isting pests and prevent further in- 
festation for several years. 


The kit also includes a Ross Root 
Feeder in addition to the chlordane 
injector. For many years the Root 
Feeder has been a favorite among 
gardeners for feeding garden plants. 

We had a rather wet spring and 
summer and the lawn didn’t need 
much watering. The few times we 
did water we used the new Rock’n 
Rain sprinkler made by H. B. Sher- 
man. This is an impulse sprinkler 
with a wave action. What I like best 
about it is that it sprinkles in a rec- 
tangular pattern.®

front of the privet about 20 feet 
apart. The third serves as a corner 
to the upper back lot line. Their 
deep green fullness throughout the 
seasons is a comforting anchor to me 
whenever I look out my kitchen win- 
dow.

Miss 
Bennett and I neatly tied the stand- 
ard shrubs that were planted by the 
builder with colored ribbons. Then 
we pounded in stakes in less im- 
portant locations at the back. The 
stakes were then dressed up with 
bows in the colors corresponding to 
those on the shrubs. The next week- 
end Norm, without knowing plant 
names, did the job of replanting by 
simply following the color code. 

* How often Miss Bennett  re- 
tninded us, “It is not a foundation 
planting! It is a base-of-the-house 
planting!” She pointed out that the 
base-of-the-house planting is a tran- 
sition between the grounds and the 
house, a device to make the house sit 
securely on the ground. For our 
house it was designed to: 

1. accent lines of house 

2. remain the correct size * 

3. look well all year 


Since our house is entirely sym- 
metrical and identical on both sides, 
we put in identical plantings on 
either side of the center hall entry. 
Three low, spreading, spiky ever- 
greens (Andorra juniper) flank the 
steps. Directly behind them is a 
medium-high, naturally rounded, 
needle evergreen (Taxus Hatfieldi), 
followed by five, low-growing, shiny- 
leaf evergreens (Ilex crenata 
vexa) in a straight line. At the end 
of the house coming forward are 
two, droopy-leaved, full and fairly 
tall andromeda (Pieris japonica). 
Finally, to add end height, a tall 
version of ilex (J. crenata) com- 
pletes the planting. 

Spring 1959 I painted our ex- 
posed foundation the yellow body 
color of the house. This was a 
simple, inexpensive way to “put the 
house on the ground.” 

Fall 1959! Norm planted a group- 
ing around the light post. Despite all 
architectural precepts of good de- 
sign, our front walk is a straight- 
forward one that goes in a direct 
line right to the street. Miss Bennett 


con-

fet tliat a curved planting around 
the light post would help to offset 
the straight path. This was success- 
fully accomplished by the use of five 
junipers in a loose “E” pattern tied 
together with myrtle as ground 
cover. The additional use of juniper 
here serves to unify this planting 
with the one at the front of the 
house. 


'™ of the greatest changes to the 
appearance of our house and 
grounds occurred when we added 
two house extensions in the spring 
of 1960. These are horizontal fences 
composed of 1” x 12” boards placed 
4 inches apart and painted the body 
color of the house. They are 4 feet 
tall and extend out on either side of 
the house front, elongating the front 
width by 10 feet in both directions. 

“What will they do for the 
house?” we asked Miss Bennett. 

“A house extension really means 
an extension of the house. For your 
house where we use two, they will 
tie the house to the grounds. Also, 
they will offset some of the high, 
straight feeling that comes from the 
batten board trim. Finally, they will 
cut into that vast emptiness on the 
upper side where there are not 
enough trees.” 

Well, they did all this—and more. 
The plan indicated a baffle which 
provides privacy for the side en- 
trance. We took off on a little flight 
of fancy of our own with the ex- 
tension used on the high side of the 
property. We added a small sun 
deck, using the back of the extension 
as one wall. The baffle successfully 
conceals this addition. 


Betow the sun deck we have a 
completely free-of-maintenance area 
where we do our summer dining. 
We've achieved this by marking off 
a rectangle about 20 feet long and 


13 feet wide, with bricks enclosing 
a bed of gray gravel. Here the picnic 
table and chairs are permanently es- 
tablished throughout the summer 
months. A large, fragrant lilac bush 
graces the farthest corner. 

By installing four more 6-foot 
sections of the house extension down 
along the side property line, our out- 
door living area has gained privacy. 
On two sides of the graveled area 
is a narrow border in which we.plant 
blue, purple or white annuals. One 
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addition we will make eventually 
will be a canvas awning to eliminate 
some of the sun and add to the 
privacy. 


ae summer we also installed less 
than a dozen sections of split rail 
fence, half a dozen separating us 
from our upper neighbor and the 
rest from the two neighbors below 
us. This separation is from the front 
property line (10 feet from the 
curb) to where the house begins. 
Actually, split rail fencing is decep- 
tive. It outlines in a cozy, casual way 
just where a house fits in on the 
street. It does no screening and yet 
achieves a line of demarcation that 
makes for good neighbors. 

Toward the end of the summer we 
added some interesting rock walls, 
conforming to the contour and slope 
of the back lawn. These walls have 
myrtle or ivy trained on them. One 
of them introduces a small woods 
area. Miss Bennett encourages the 
feeling of a private woods in even 
the smallest garden. It will take 
imagination and a good deal more 
digging to finish the area, but we 
feel we'll have a secluded and charm- 
ing hideaway when we’re finished. 
Some of the plant materials we plan 
to use are leucothoe, bulbs and 
ground cover. 

Last autumn we planned to plant 
many bulbs. An inconvenient broken 
rib on my part and a sacroiliac prob- 
lem disconcerting my husband can- 
celed all such plans. This job will 
have top priority this autumn. 


A major project that we expect to 
occupy us next spring is forming the 
borders that will incorporate our 
now-free standing shrubs. In the 
beds that we dig around the shrubs 
we will be planting different types 
of ground cover, both perennial and 


evergreen. Planted in the spring, 
ground cover gets a good opportun- 
ity to establish itself before the 
winter. 

Along the back of the house is a 
flower bed. We are adding plants to 
it gradually, including day-lilies, 
chrysanthemums and many varieties 
of fine iris. There are certain flowers 
that we love and always want to 
have—peonies, delphinium, coral- 
bells and phlox, to name a few. 

I am enjoying learning the art of 
flower arranging, using flowers and 
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greens from our property. There is 


much similarity, I find, between the 
rules for flower arrangements and 
those that were used in creating our 
plan. 

Several jobs remain to be com- 

pleted: 

1. A finishing touch to the 
split rail fence will be the 
addition of  pyracantha 
trained onto every third 
section of the fence. We 
prefer this shrub to the 
more usual rambler rose 
because it is evergreen. 

To be put in this spring is 
a curved planting along the 
street end of the walk to 
the kitchen door. 

Additional shrubs are 
needed to fill in the back 
plantings. However, with 
basic shrubs already in, we 
can discover and plant 
these others at our leisure. 
We have been avidly re- 
viewing the latest catalogs, 
consulting with nurseries 
and reading garden mag- 
azines to learn more about 
the plant materials that 
Miss Bennett suggested to 
us for our consideration. 


= plan is somewhat more than 
half completed. It has been a pleas- 
ure to see it assume weight and 
shape and color, starting from the 
bare blueprint. It is gratifying to see 
that each shrub and plant that we 
have put in is right for that spot and 
does not need to be replanted. It’s a 
joy, too, to know that all the ulti- 
mate heights will not throw the 
whole pretty picture out of balance. 
Sometimes, when we pass our first 
house (which is not far away), we 
wonder how it would have looked 
now if we had started from a plan. 
Much better, I think!®
